3. Animal and Vegetable Fats: 
Oleomargarine 
is preferred

South and sells well in m a n y 
other areas. Mcllorines and fro­ 
zen custards have taken a b i g 
share of the ice cream business 
in the South. Mild cheese and re­ 
constituted milk also do w e l l 
here. Low er costs and high qual­ 
ity have been m ajor considera­ 
tions in these changes. 


4 
Vegetables: 
The South is 
famous for its preference f o r 
blackeyed peas, turnip greens and 
okra. Northern palates tend t o 
prefer such items as green beans, 
English peas and corn. No easy 
explanation is available for these 
differences. 


5. Clothes: 
Producers of syn­ 
thetic fibers have increased the 
possibilit i f s f o r combinations 
which are relatively cool, wrinkle 
resistant, 
washable, 
cheap and 
comfortable. There is a tendency 
towards the use of cottons 
and 
synthetic fibers in the South to a 
much greater extent than in the 
North. Comfort and economy are 
major considerations. 


Explana l i o n s for individual 
tastes and preferences m ay r e- 
quire considerable research a n d 
several projects are now under­ 
way to determine the why of con­ 
sumer preference. Simultaneous­ 
ly, 
merchandising 
experiments 
test consumer reactions to prod­ 
ucts presented for sale under new 
and controlled conditions. All o f 
th" existing differences and all of 
the research emphasize the fact 
t’lat consumers arc not robots but 
are thinking individuals, capable 
of decision-making and motivated
